1947 LEGISLATURE 
WILL BE CONSTRUCTIVE 

All evidence indicates that the 1947 Legislative Ses¬ 
sion will be one of the most constructive in the history 
of Florida. 

Indications of public support and of general approval 
by members of House and Senate lead to the conclusion 
that Florida progress will be hastened in the following 
fields of worthwhile activity: 

Public Schools — Increased State aid and improved 
practices in administration and courses of study. 

Higher Education — Construction of buildings and fa¬ 
cilities that will make real University and Colleges grow 
on the campuses together with increased financial sup¬ 
port to raise standings. 

Health—Stimulation of Board of Health activities, 
under an increase to approximately double present 
State appropriations for the prevention and control of 
cancer, venereal diseases, hookworm, tuberculosis and 
other preventable maladies.

Conservation — Tightened and improved practices de¬ 
signed to save the great natural resources of the State — 
forests, game and game fish, commercial sea foods, oil, 
to which may perhaj; s be added beaches and, to some 
extent, control of soil and water tables. 

Institutions — Better buildings and facilities and im¬ 
proved care under the twin impetus of the State build¬ 
ing program and a more liberal policy of financial sup¬ 
port for operations. 

Law Enforcement—-Protection to officers of the high¬ 
way patrol when making arrests for offenses committed 
in their presence, apprehending fugitives, etc., together 
with other advancements in this field. 

Penology — The beginning of a sound long-range plan 
to house and provide adequately for prisoners, provid¬ 
ing separate facilities for females and giving the State, 
for the first time, confinement quarters for Negro girls, 
together with provision for first offenders and educa¬ 
tional facilities for the reclamation of those who can be 
restored to useful lives. 

Highways—The beginning of a program to complete 
through the State the three arms of the projected Inter¬ 
state System of express highways together with advances 
.in construction of other new pavements and mainte¬ 
nance and reconditioning of existing roads and bridges.

IN 

FLORIDA 


President Roosevelt on April 14, 
1941, appointed an Interregional 
Highway Committee to recommend a 
system of national highways to serve 
interregional travel. Pursuantly, the 
committee in a report published early 
in 1944, recommended an inter¬ 
regional system of approximately 40,- 
000 miles. 

For the country as a whole this 
system was designed to include with¬ 
in a reasonably limited mileage the 
principal highway routes that would 
reach all sections of the country, 
form within themselves a complete 
network, and jointly attract and ade¬ 
quately serve a greater traffic volume 
than any other system of equal extent 
and condition. 

The Federal Aid Act of 1944 gives 
official authorization for such a sys¬ 
tem, which it terms a System of Inter¬ 
state Highways, by the following pro¬ 
visions under Section 7: 

“There shall be designed with¬ 
in the continental United States a 
National System of Interstate 
Highways not exceeding • forty 
thousand miles in total extent, so 
located as to connect by routes, 
as direct as practicable, the prin¬ 
cipal metropolitan areas, cities, 
and industrial centers, to serve 
the national defense, and to con¬ 
nect at suitable border points 
with routes of continental im¬ 
portance in the Dominion of 
Canada and the Republic of Mex¬ 
ico. The routes of the National 
System of Interstate Highways 
shall he selected by joint action 
of the State Highway Depart¬ 
ments of each State and the ad¬ 
joining States, as provided by 
the Federal Highway Act of No¬ 
vember 9, 1921, for the selection 
of the Federal-aid system. All 
highways or routes included in 
the National System of Interstate 
Highways as finally approved, if 
not already included in the Fed¬ 
eral-aid system, shall be added to 
said system without regard to 
any mileage limitation. ’’ 
Appropriations under the 1944 Act 
further contributed to the realization 
of a national interstate system. Out 
of a total of $500,000,000 a year ap¬ 
propriation for the first three post¬ 
war years $350,000,000 each year are 


eligible for construction, along with 
the regular Federal Aid System, of 
such a system. 

Following the legal authorization 
an Interstate Highway System, fun¬ 
damentally as recommended by the 
Interregional Committee, has been 
tentatively established. 

The Florida Interstate Highway 
System agreed upon includes 1,140 
miles of which 1,054 miles are in 
rural areas and 86 miles in urban 
areas. These routes are shown on the 
map titled “Interstate Routes in 
Florida.’’ This 1,140 mile system 
which represents slightly more than 
2% of the total road and street mile¬ 
age in Florida connects with 46 of 
the 70 municipalities whose urban 
populations are greater than 2,500 


and with 14 of the 20 cities having 
populations in excess of 10,000. 

The importance of the Interstate 
System in Florida is more clearly in¬ 
dicated by the fact that on the aver¬ 
age mile of rural highway the aver¬ 
age daily traffic is 50 vehicles for 
county roads, 880 for the State Main¬ 
tained System and 2,100 on the Inter¬ 
state Routes. 

The following tabulation relating 
to 1946 travel serves to point up 
further the relative importance of 
the Interstate System in Florida. 

It will be noted from the above 
table that the Interstate System in 
Florida which represents only 2.4 
percent of the total road and street 
mileage in the state served 14.3 per¬ 
cent of all travel. In other words the 
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Vehicle Miles Traveled in 1946 on Florida’s Roads and Streets

Interstate System of 1,140 miles 
facilitated one billion vehicle miles of 
travel, while other roads and streets 
totaling 47,062 miles served only six 
billion. 

It is of interest to note also that 
the State Maintained System served 
51.5 percent of all the travel although 
it comprises but 18 percent of the 
total road and street mileage in the 
State. 

It must be remembered that the 
routes have not yet been improved to 
Interstate standards. The improved 
facility will attract a large volume of 
additional travel. 

In considering the means of cut¬ 
ting down the motorists ’ operating 
expenses by improvement of roads it 
is axiomatic that the roads which ac¬ 
commodate the greatest amount of 
travel, if improved To the desired 
standards, offer the greatest saving to 
the most people. 

Our most heavily traveled state 
highways create serious problems of 
congestion justifying construction in 
many locations of new four-lane ex¬ 
press-ways. Planning of these is now 
in progress, so that there will be an 
integrated and consistent develop¬ 
ment throughout the State. Details 
of these improvements will vary, but 
the basic characteristics, so impor¬ 
tant in the expeditious and safe 
movement of heavy volumes of traf¬ 
fic, will be uniform. 

Decisions as to design elements^ 
varying according to traffic needs, 
must be made by State Highway Au¬ 
thorities. Late in 1945 the American 
Association of State Highway Offi¬ 
cials adopted forward looking design 
standards for this network; some 
admittedly of the minimum rather 
than the maximum recommended. 
However, the long-range appropriate¬ 
ness of the more extensive and higher 
standards proposed by the Interreg¬ 
ional Highway Committee is recog¬ 
nized. These highways should be de¬ 
signed, states the AASHO standards, 
for the mixed traffic it is estimated 
they will carry 20 years from date of 
construction. 

These modern facilities should have, 
wherever economically justified, the 
following features: 

1. Separation of streams of traf¬ 
fic flowing in opposite directions and 
the provision of at least two wide 
lanes in each direction in order to 
reduce the possibility of collision and 
sideswipe accidents. 


2. Elimination of key highway and 
railway grade crossings so that there 
will be a minimum of traffic lights 
and cross traffic. 


3. In open areas the provision of 
wide, smooth, stable shoulders level 
with the pavement to enable vehicles 
to park completely off the paved area 
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and to provide “elbow room” in cases 
of traffic emergency or mechanical 
failure. 

4. Utilization of the ‘ ‘ Freeway 
and Parkway” principle, thus con¬ 
trolling commercial ribbon develop¬ 
ment along the highway and pre¬ 
venting early loss in transportation 
efficiency and eventual obsolescence. 

5. Exclusion of pedestrians and 
cattle. 

6. Adequate design standards to 
care for present speeds and to allow 
for possible increased speeds in the 
future. 

7. Provision of specially designed 
access and exit facilities at appropri¬ 
ate intervals to permit safe entry and 
exit to avoid traffic turbulence. 

8. Adequate right-of-way widths 
for the ultimate design. 

Figures accumulated in Florida in¬ 
dicate that 17 percent of all accidents 
in this state are right angle collisions, 
24 percent same direction, 25 percent 
opposite direction (head-on), 2 per¬ 
cent fixed object, 9 percent pedes¬ 
trian, 19 percent non-collision and 4 
percent miscellaneous. A brief analy¬ 
sis of the effect of the above listed 
design objectives on highway acci¬ 
dents may be made as follows: 

If all highway and railway grade 
crossings were to be eliminated it 
would be physically impossible for a 
right angle type of accident to occur 
due to cross traffic. While this is 
not practical in all instances, more 
grade separations could be construct¬ 
ed at many locations of high traffic 
volume. Many types of same direc¬ 
tion accidents are caused by the in¬ 
fluence of on-coming opposite-direc¬ 
tion traffic, and if the divided high¬ 
way principle is utilized, this type of 
causation should be eliminated. 

Wide, smooth, stabilized shoulders, 
level with the pavement permit lateral 
freedom and would have a favorable 
influence on same-direction accidents. 
Many same-direction accidents are 
caused at intersections by the stop¬ 
ping of vehicles at traffic lights or 
slowing down or stopping to make a 
turn. If grade separation and di¬ 
vided highway design with wide 
shoulders are utilized to the fullest 
possible extent it is certain that same 
direction accidents w 7 ill be materially 
reduced. The opposite-direction ac¬ 
cident can be largely eliminated by 
the provision of a wide space separat¬ 
ing opposite-direction traffic. 

If all fixed objects are removed for 


a reasonable distance from the pave¬ 
ment the fixed-object accident can be 
largely prevented. In the case of 
pedestrians, if their presence is re¬ 
moved from the motor areas and pro¬ 
vision is made for them elsewhere, 
this type of accident can be almost 
entirely eliminated. 

It is clear that the use of improved 
engineering technique and design, in¬ 
sofar as practicable engineering per¬ 
mits, will undoubtedly have a pro¬ 
nounced effect on accident reduction. 

Although a too widely held concept 
of the proposed network is * one of 
elaborate structures of so called su¬ 
per-highway design, the range in 
proposed design standards is wide; 
extending upward from the type of 
road with which most drivers are 
familiar to relatively complex sys¬ 
tems of freeways, parkways and in¬ 
terchanges in and approaching large 
cities. It is recognized that two-lane 
roads will long constitute a large 
proportion of the mileage of net¬ 
work—though these can and will be 
made safer by higher standards. 

Studies have clearly shown that 
routes to and through the hearts of 
big cities are what are needed—not 
by-passes. In the proposed interstate 
network special emphasis must be 
given to the city problems—not only 
to the major through routes but also 
to supplementary highway facilities 
almost equally warranted to help cure 
some of the worst features of the city 
traffic muddle. 

The need for off-street parking 
facilities will skyrocket with the con¬ 
struction of freeways. These parking 
facilities should be integrated into the 
new freeway pattern—so early pro¬ 
gramming is essential. 

Special metropolitan area surveys 
to aid in determining the best loca¬ 
tion and design of urban Interstate 
routes were completed for St. Augus¬ 
tine, Daytona Beach and Jacksonville 
in 1945. For Tampa, Pinellas County 
and Lakeland-Plant City surveys 
have been completed and the analyses 
therefrom are expected to be made 
available during 1947. 

The surveys for areas such as Jack¬ 
sonville and Tampa require sizeable 
organizations of temporary person¬ 
nel. By the use of sampling tech¬ 
nique the origin and destination of 
all trips within or beginning or end¬ 
ing in the specified area for an aver¬ 
age weekday are determined. This

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The Governor's Challenge 

No one can ignore the challenge of Governor Caldwell, 

i his address at Tampa Tuesday, that the state of Florida 
. ?ust provide for its growth, present and future, and 
that taxation in one form or another, is the only means 
by which it can be done. 

The governor's presentation of a growing state's needs 

as clear, concise and logical. He soM his audience on 
v/hat it takes to meet that growth although he did not 
offer any specific suggestions as to how it could be done. 

But he served unmistakable notice to the legislature 
that no purely political appropriations would be ap¬ 
proved this year. 

“Appropriations without the money to back them up,” 
the governor said, “will not be approved.” 

Last year, he explained, Florida spent $100,000,000 and 
requests from the various operating departments this year 
are about double that figure. The solution, he said, was 
up to the people of Florida to say “which patient at the 
state hospital shall be treated and which shall be neg¬ 
lected.” 

Tie emphasized, however, that education, care of the 
afflicted, a better administration of the prison system and 
welfare work would come first, regardless of the financial 
picture.—Plant City Courier. 


No Rubber Checks 

“1 will have no part of rubber-check appropriations 
for the schools, welfare and institutional care.” If the 
members of the 1947 Florida legislature want to stay on 
the fiscal beam they had better have that sentence printed 
in foot-high letters and hung in a conspicuous place in 
each house. It was enunciated last week by Gov. Millard 
F. Caldwell in his monthly radio address to the people. 

Legislative rubber checks are perfectly good currency 
among professional politicians. They are written by 
passing appropriations for everything that anybody 
wants, and then simply neglecting to pass the tax meas¬ 
ures to raise the funds which will make the appropria¬ 
tions real. When such checks bounce the politicians are 
safe at home reading the funny-paper. 

But, says Governor Caldwell, where education, health 
and welfare are concerned such double-dealing is nothing 
short of criminal, and in order to place the blame where 
it belongs and keep the books straight he may be expected 
to veto any appropriations which are not backed up by 
adequate tax acts. He did this with a tuberculosis ap¬ 
propriation at the end of the 1945 session, and while it 
was an unpleasant duty it was plain to all who stopped to 
think that it was a case of honesty vs. four-flushing. 

Current annual state expenditures, said the governor 
this week, are in the neighborhood of one hundred mil¬ 





lion dollars. Revenues in the past two years have been 
higher than was expected, and his guess is that it would* 
be possible to inciease expenditures by as much as twenty- 
five million dollars per year without adding any new 
taxes. 

But the budgetary requests of the various state agen¬ 
cies, plus the ten million dollars for which the cities are 
clamoring, plus the five million that the counties are ask¬ 
ing for through gas tax diversion, would mean that the 
expenditure rate would have to be doubled: two hundred 
million per year instead of one hundred million. 

The governor is leaving it up to the legislators to tell 
the people in their own words that Florida doesn’t need 
any more education, and more health protection, any 
more aid to the aged or the handicapped. He is only 
saying that whatever they do they must do on the level.

Challenge To All Florida 

Governor Caldwell in a speech at the fair in Tampa 
last week challenged the people of Florida to find 
enough money to meet, the growing needs of the state, or 
to tell him where to cut the program of meeting these 
needs. 

Florida not only has to do a tremendous amount of 
reconsturction work—to catch up with needs that ac¬ 
cumulated during the great depression and the war— 
but has to provide for an extraordinary growth now 
under way in the state. 

According to the governor, Florida spent $100,000,000 
last year. Requests for the coming year are about double 
this amount, he said, and there will not be an accumula¬ 
tion of more than $20,000,000 or $25,000,000 to meet these 
needs without more taxes. 

“We must determine which objectives have first call,” 
said the governor, “and we must decide which can be 
trimmed and which eliminated. We must concern our¬ 
selves primarily with education, health, welfare, insti¬ 
tutional care, and the growing operations of our adminis¬ 
tration. ” 

The state has outgrown all of the facilities provided 
by its public institutions, just as here in Ocala we have 
outgrown all of our public facilities. 

Some money will be coming to the state and to our 
communities from the federal government for road build¬ 
ing, for health measures, welfare, and possibly for educa¬ 
tion. But the financial burden will fall chiefly upon the 
tax payers of Florida. 

Governor Caldwell invites the people to let him know 
where they want to cut the program. What needs should 
be given priority? 

The governor has taken the position that the cities can 
not look to the state for funds to be used for local needs,

requires filling out some 50,000 ques¬ 
tionnaires, coding and punching the 
data on IBM cards, running tabula¬ 
tions and depicting the result on 
maps and charts and then, following 
careful analysis, making recommen¬ 
dations for location and design of the 
Interstate routes and supplementary 
connections. Numerous ground traf¬ 
fic counts, economic investigations 
and other pertinent data form a 
necessary part of surveys of this type. 

That the limited access type of 
highway pays in more efficient opera¬ 
tion as well as comfort and pleasure 
to the road user is best evidenced by 
a comparison in Connecticut with Old 
Route US 1 and the Merritt Parkway. 
On a basis of comparative trips of 
equal distances between the New York 
State line and New Haven these two 
routes showed the following: 

Merritt 

Old Route Parkway 
Gasoline 2.7 gallons 2.4 gallons 

Time 109 minutes 67 minutes 

Stops 39 stops 2 stops 

For many of our locations along 
the Interstate Routes the improving 
of existing streets and highways will 
not solve the traffic problem. A new 
conception of facility must be resort¬ 
ed to. 

We can be content with inadequa¬ 
cies or we can provide highway facil¬ 
ities that are safe and efficient and 
economically sound. Inadequacies 
always cost more, and sometimes, 
very much more. The State Road 


Department cannot begin to achieve 
the objectives of an adequate high¬ 
way program for these Interstate 
routes without the effective coopera¬ 
tion of the several interested cities, 
counties and other local units.

and in the light of the program con¬ 
fronting the state his position is 
understandable. 

If the cities and counties are to ob¬ 
tain more revenue there must be a 
revision of our tax structure. Cer¬ 
tain revenue sources must be allocated 
to the cities and counties. 

The costs of materials and labor are 
a big factor in the situation. If these 
costs are high, government costs will 
be that much higher. When wages 
go up the cost of government and 
public improvements goes up just as 
does the cost of living. 

Yet how soon can these costs be 
adjusted ? There are government ob¬ 
jectives that must be met immed¬ 
iately. 

Governor CaldwelUs administra¬ 
tion is confronted with a very serious 
state of affairs. He has a right to 
expect cooperation from the people. 
It is already late. Public needs mul¬ 
tiply when not immediately met: And 
the legislature meets in April.—Ocala 
Star-Banner. 

FLORIDA'S HEALTH 

We were very much surprised to 
learn through a recent speech by Gov¬ 
ernor Caldwell that there is only one 


state in the Southeast that spends less, 
on a per capita basis, than Florida 
does for public health. 

“ You will probably be amazed to 
learn that Florida’s per capita expen¬ 
ditures for these purposes (public 
health) is the sum of 35 cents. None 
of us is proud of the fact that each 
of our people contribute as little as 
35 cent sfor the protection of public 
health and I am sure none of us 
would be unwilling to see the State 
do a more acceptable job,” Governor 
Caldwell said.—Arcadian. 

CALDWELL LOOKS AT CITRUS 

Governor Caldwell isn’t a product 
of the citrus area of Florida and so 
he dcesn’t pretend to be an expert on 
citrus. But he does know disagree¬ 
ment and dissension when he sees it, 
and he had the good sense to say in 
his speech at the Florida Citrus Ex¬ 
position that the state stands ready 
to back any program on which the 
industry can agree. 

He said that “this is no time for 
bickering.” There is undeniably a 
great deal of bickering within the in¬ 
dustry, especially when the going gets 
tough. Personal feuds become quite 
conspicuous occasionally. 

But most of the stir within the in¬ 
dustry right now is not so much bick¬ 
ering as it is bafflement. The gov¬ 
ernor, well aware of that fact, was 
trying to get industry members to 
see that their bafflement may be 
abated somewhat if there is less bick¬ 
ering.—Lakeland Ledger.

Volusia County Commissioners are 
preparing to seek a legislative act to 
provide for zoning of sections outside 
the limits of municipalities in the 
county. County Attorney Charles W. 
Luther has been instructed to draft the 
form of a comprehensive law. 


At a meeting of the Northern Divi¬ 
sion of the Federal Route 19 Association 
in Lake City, action was taken recom¬ 
mending to the State Association of 
County Commissioners that the next 
session of the legislature be asked to 
enact legislation permitting Boards of 
County Commissioners to pass and en¬ 
force zoning regulations when desired. 
• 

Orange County Commissioners receiv¬ 
ed an insight into the expense of high¬ 
way building when County Engineer J. 
A. Riviere advised that more than $114,- 
000 had been spent acquiring and clear¬ 
ing rights of way for the Cross State 
Highway east from Orlando and that 
another $116,000 would be needed for 
the same purpose from the Orange 
Blossom Trail west to Minorville. 

• 

At a special meeting of the DeSoto 
County Commission with a representa¬ 
tive of the State Road Department rela¬ 
tive to the Sarasota and Bradenton 
Roads, it was decided to send three 
members of the Commission with a dele¬ 
gation from the Sarasota County Com¬ 
mission to the next meeting of the 
Road Department to try to get some 
action on these roads. 

• 

The proposal of the Dixie Bridge 
Company to build and operate a modern 
steel and concrete toll bridge across 
Santa Rosa Sound, connecting Santa 
Rosa Island with the mainland, is being 
considered by the Escambia County 
Commissioners. 

• 

The St. Johns County Commissioners, 
in a special session, agreed on appoint¬ 
ment of appraisers to work with a com¬ 
mittee from the city of St. Augustine 
in getting appraisal of the right-of-way 
for the proposed four-lane highway 
through St. Augustine and took action 
to inform the State Road Department 
that no county funds were available 
for the purchase of this right-of-way. 
• 

The purchase for $2,750 of 1100 
square feet of property between Sunny 
Isles road and the north entrance to 
Dade park, one of the last properties 
to be obtained for the new state high¬ 
way route 140 between Miami and 
Jacksonville, was authorized by the 
Dade County Commissioners. 

County Attorney R. A. Green was in¬ 
structed by the Bradford County Com¬ 
mission to institute condemnation pro¬ 
ceedings against all owners of land 
needed and not yet deeded to the county 
for borrow pits and rights-of-way for 


new bridge construction on Highway 
200 . 

• 

At a joint meeting of the Stuart City 
Commissioners and the Martin County 
Commissioners to discuss ways and 
means of widening the old Dixie High¬ 
way through Stuart to have it con¬ 
verted into a highway through the city, 
a committee was appointed to renew 
negotiations with the FEC Railway to 
have their tracks in the center of town 
moved to the east to allow for an 80- 
foot right-of-way west of the tracks. 

• 

The Leon County Commissioners have 
authorized a resolution asking the State 
Road Department to build 25 miles of 
highway, including hardsurfacing of the 
road from old Bainbridge Road around 
the northeast section to Chaires. The 
resolution authorized financing the proj - 
ect through any surplus gas monies now 
accumulated and periodic deductions 
from the county’s share of gas taxes 
until the project is financed com¬ 
pletely. 

• 

A resolution has been sent to the 
State Road Department by the Palm 
Beach County Commission requesting 
survey for a roadway paralleling the 
Hillsboro canal, with the provision that 
higher than customary costs would be 
borne by adjoining property owners. At 
the meeting at which the resolution 
was adopted, Commissioner Paul Rardin 
was asked to make requests for two 
highway parks, one north of Canal 
Point and the other on Kramer Island. 

• 

The Broward County Commission has 
received bids on a project for widening 
and resurfacing Dixie highway from its 
intersection with Hollywood Boulevard 
south to the Dade County line at the 
southern edge of Hallandale. 

• 

A public hearing was held on March 
24 by the Leon County Commission for 
any objection to levying a 5 mills build¬ 
ing fund tax to raise money for financ¬ 
ing additions to the county courthouse 
and renovation of the old county stock¬ 
ade. 

• 

The Putnam County Commissioners 
have voted to spend an amount not to 
exceed $540 in painting, plastering and 
carpenter work on the courthouse. 

• 

A recent examination of the Pinellas 
County Jail disclosed that it was over¬ 
crowded and first offenders were rub¬ 
bing elbows with regular inmates. This 
resulted in the appointment by the

The 
survey will show what should be done 
in building bulwarks and retaining walls 
to deflect currents that are washing the 
beaches away.

Pinellas County Commission Chair¬ 
man Chestnut and County Clerk Green 
recently returned from New York where 
they signed $200,000 of water works rev¬ 
enue certificates. The certificates were 
validated in Pinellas County Circuit 
Court and sold to provide money for 
improving the county water system.

County Engineer McMullen has been 
instructed by the Pinellas County Com¬ 
mission to secure data as to what type 
of conversation project is needed to con¬ 
trol Sawgrass Lake and protect more 
than 700 homes in the area from its 
flood waters. McMullen plans to work 
in conjunction with the City of St. Pe¬ 
tersburg on the water control because 
any drainage of the lake would have to 
be through St. Petersburg’s north limits 
into Tampa Bay.

Residents of Hamilton County have 
been discussing the possibility of having 
their State Senator and Representative 
pass a local act in the coming session 
of the Legislature to provide for the 
election of their School Board and 
County Commissioners from the County 
as a whole instead of Districts.

Transactions of Meeting of Florida State Road Department 

MEETING HELD AT SANFORD, FEBRUARY, 28, 1947 


Pursuant to agreement and public notice, the 
State Road Department held a meeting for the 
specific purpose of hearing complaints and sug¬ 
gestions on the proposed budget for operations 
of the Department, its construction and mainte¬ 
nance work, and all activities for the year 1947, 
at Sanford, Florida, on the 28th day of February, 
1947, and also for consideration and action on 
routine and other business coming before the 
Boafd at this time. All Members of the Board, 
F. Elgin Bayless, Chairman, Courtney W. Camp¬ 
bell, S. Kendrick Guernsey, Herman B. Fultz and 
Robert T. Carleton, were present, also J. Robert 
McClure, Secretary.

System as follows .provided, such extension will 
not be charged against the unallotted mileage, 
which is desired to be reserved for future ex¬ 
tensions to the Federal Aid System:

DELEGATIONS AND REQUESTS 
Baker County 

Two resolutions from the Board of County 
Commissioners of Baker County were received 
and considered: 

(1) A request for the rebuilding of Prevatt 
Bridge across Cedar Creek on State Road 
127, north of Margaretta, at an approx¬ 
imate cost of $2,785.00, to be charged 
against the surplus gasoline tax funds 
credited to Baker County. 

(2) A request for the rebuilding of the bridge 
across Mantown Creek on State Road 
125, at the approximate cost of $2,103.20, 
to be charged against the surplus gaso¬ 
line tax funds credited to Baker County. 

On motion of Mr. Guernsey, the request for 
the rebuilding of the Prevatt Bridge on State 
Road 127 was granted, but the request for the 
bridge across Mantown Creek on Road 125 was 
denied. 

Brevard County 

The delegation from Brevard County included 
Senator Lloyd F. Boyle, J. J. Parrish, Jr., Com¬ 
mander of the American Legion, C. A. Draa, 
City Manager of Titusville, Major A. S. Merrill 
of the Titusville Chamber of Commerce, and 
A. A. Martin and Bert W. Kincaid, Directors of 
the Brevard County Coastal Highway Association. 

Senator Boyle presented the members of the 
delegation. Mr. Parrish spoke in behalf of the 
Titusville bridge, calling attention to its “rickety 
and unsafe” condition and the need for a stronger 
bridge to take care of the heavy hauling of 
fruit and vegetables from that section. He stated 

that ten lives had been lost at this bridge in 

the past five years, and urged that a study be 

made of the bridge and that it be placed in 

the budget. Mr. Parrish also asked that the route 
of U. S. Highway No. 1 through Brevard County 
be established in order that the County Com¬ 
missioners may proceed with the acquisition of 
the necessary right of way without further delay. 

Major Merrill registered a protest against the 
condition of U. S. Highway No. 1 due to the 
work being done. The Chairman advised that 
heavy rains and freezing weather had caused 
unanticipated trouble and delay in pushing this 
work to completion, making the further com¬ 
ment that the Department promised to keep 
the road open to traffic during this construction, 
whereas it really should have been closed en¬ 
tirely. 

Major Merrill also urged a decision on the 
construction of a four-lane highway in order 
that the right of way might be secured as soon 
as possible. 

Senator Boyle spoke in behalf of a 12-mile 
section of Road A1A south of the Coast Guard 
station, requesting a survey and grading on this 
road. Mr. Martin joined in this latter request 
and urged that this road be opened and placed 
in useable shape. Senator Boyle suggested the 
employment of a private engineering firm to 
make this survey if the Department does not 
have the necessary forces with which to do it. 
He also requested a survey on State Road 3 
(old 219) from Georgiana to Mathers Bridge. 
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Clay County 

The delegation from Clay County consisted of 
L. L. Murray and S. D. Saunders, County Com¬ 
missioners, A. G. Pace, H. B. Huntley, Norman 
Hickison, Lee Green, F. W. Buddington and Jack 
Wilkerson. They reported that their spokesman, 
Representative J. Slater Smith, Jr., could not 
be present, but they filed a letter from him 
asking for a survey of Road 218 from Middleburg 
to Maxwell and of the Doctors Inlet Road from 
Lee’s Corner north to Road 21 (old 68). Mr. 
Smith stressed the need for these two roads. 
DeSofo County 

Those registering from DeSoto County were 
H. C. Avant, T. E. Pavey and D. J. Jones, 
County Commissioners, and P. P. Speer, City 


Recorder of Arcadia. They stated that they had 
conferred with Mr. Campbell regarding their 
requests. 

Escambia County 

Advance of Funds for R/W on Bayou 
Chico Project 

The Board considered the resolution submitted 
by Escambia County Commissioners asking for an 
advance of $5,000 for the purpose of obtaining 
rights of way for the Bayou Chico project, said 
advance to be charged to the accumulated sur¬ 
plus of Escambia County, and it was the con¬ 
census of opinion that since this road is an 
access to a permanent, active military installa¬ 
tion in the interest of national defense, it would 
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be eligible for such advance of funds under the 
policy of the Department adopted September 16 
1946. 

On motion of Mr. Carleton, seconded by Mr. 
Campbell, the Department approved the resolu¬ 
tion of the Board of County Commissioners of 
Escambia County adopted February 11, 1947, re¬ 
questing advance of funds, not to exceed $5,000.- 
00, to acquire rights of way for 4805, State Road 
93 in Escambia County, pursuant to the Depart¬ 
ment’s policy in such behalf adopted September 
16, 1946, and instructed the Right of Way Divi¬ 
sion of the Deaprtment to carry out all the 
necessary details in making said advance. 

Advance of Funds for R/W on State Road 10 

On motion of Mr. Carleton, seconded by Mr. 
Campbell, the Department also approved the re¬ 
quest of the Board of County Commissioners of 
Escambia County adopted February 4, 1947, re¬ 
questing advance of a total of $7,000.00, which 
means an addition of $2,000.00 to the $5,000.00 
advanced on their request in 1946, for the ac¬ 
quisition of rights of way for Section 4801, State 
Road 10 fold Road 1), and instructed the Right 
of Way Division to carry out all the details in 
making said additional advance, in pursuance of 
the Department’s policy in such behalf adopted 
September 16, 1946. 

Flagler Counfy 

Representative H. T. Cook, Geo. Wickline, 
County Commissioner, and O. F. Alford, City 
Commissioner of Bunnell, were present from 
Flagler County. 

Mr. Cook thanked the Board for the work be¬ 
ing done on U. S. Highway No. 1, and for placing 
in the Budget the section of State Road 11 from 
Bunnell to Flagler Beach, and asked that it be 
retained. Mr. Wickline spoke of two bad curves 
south of Flagler Beach on Road A1A and asked 
that they be straightened while right of way 
could be obtained at a far cheaper price than 
if postponed to a later date. He extended an in¬ 
vitation to the Board to meet at Flagler Beach. 
Hamilton County 

Representative J. W. McAlpin appeared to thank 
the Board for what it has done for Hamilton 
County. 

Hendry County 

The delegation from Hendry County, including 
Representative Elbert L. Stewart, County Com¬ 
missioner C. E. Miner, County Commisisoner R. 
B. Waldron, Rev. Earl Stuckey and W. H. Adams 
of Clewiston, were present in the interest of the 
Hooker Point Road. 

Hillsborough County 

County Commissioner Elbert Moore of Hills¬ 
borough County was present in the interest of 
Road 674 between Wimauma and Brewster. He 
filed a map showing the section on this road 
where large quantities of cucumbers are grown, 
and several letters from firms doing hauling in 
this section, joining in his request that the De¬ 
partment place a new surface on this road. He 
said that the County would take care of the 
bridges, culverts, etc., if the Department will do 
the resurfacing job. He advised that a hot-mix 
plant is now located on this road. 

A letter was received from Chairman Fred Ball, 
of the Board of County Commissioners, in which 
he referred to Hillsborough County’s requests as 
submitted at the meeting of January 13. 

Right of Way on Riverside Drive 

On motion of Mr. Campbell, seconded by Mr. 
Fultz, the Board agreed that when Hillsborough 
County has completed the acquisition of all the 
rights of way already requested by this Depart¬ 
ment, a survey will be made on Riverside Drive. 

Lafayette County 

Mr. J. H. Dowling represented the Board of 
County Commissioners and filed a resolution from 
that Board asking that the portion of State Road 
357 extending south from the Steinhatchee River 
to the Dixie County Line, be financed and con¬ 
structed by the Florida State Improvement Com¬ 
mission with the approval of the State Road 
Department and the State Board of Administra¬ 
tion, in the same manner and out of the same 
revenue sources as the roads which were in¬ 
cluded in the resolution adopted by the Board 
of County Commissioners on September 2, 1946, 
and filed with the above Boards. 

Mr. Dowling also requested that the following 
projects be placed in the 1947 Budget: (1) Road 
250 (old 92) from Day to Dowling Park, about 2 
or 3 miles; (2) build the approaches to Drew 
Bridge, across the Suwannee River. He also stated 
that the County Commissioners are very anxious 
for any surplus funds to be applied on the farm- 
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to-market roads originally requested by the 
County. 

With reference to the Drew Bridge, Mr. Bayless 
advised Mr. Dowling that when the Department 
gave this bridge to the counties they (the coun¬ 
ties) agreed to build the approaches. 

Lake County 

Senator Harry P. Johnson, H. K. Stokes, County 
Commissioner, G. G. Ware and S. L. Kilgore of 
Leesburg were present from Lake County. Mr. 
Johnson filed a letter which he had written call¬ 
ing the attention of the Board to Lake County’s 
request for the grading of Federal Route 19 from 
Leesburg to Minneola. In this letter he expressed 
their appreciation for the paving of this road 
from the Polk County line north to Clermont 
having been included in the budget, and assuring 
the Board that Lake County will soon complete 
the acquisition of all rights of way from Lees- 
ourg to Minneola, and urged that the grading 
of the entire distance be provided for in the 
budget. 

Lee County 

The Lee County delegation included Senator 
James A. Franklin, Representative Scott Hough, 
County Commissioner H. M. Stringfellow, Attorney 
Wm. J. Wood, and Mayor David Shepard, Com¬ 
missioner W. H. Reynolds, and Attorney R. E 
Kurtz of the City of Fort Myers. 

Senator Franklin spoke in behalf of McGregor 
Boulevard in Fort Myers. He spoke of the three 
surfacing projects within the City of Fort Myers 
that were in the 1946 Budget, and of their sug¬ 
gestion at the Sebring meeting that since the 
Department could not in 1946 do this paving from 
curb to curb that the entire job go over into the 
1947 budget so that all of it might be done at 
once. He urged the importance of this street 
paving project, stating that most of the traffic 
in Lee County goes over this street. 

At this point the Board brought up the ques¬ 
tion of the lmmokalee Road, which has been 
urged as a very important project by Lee County, 
and stated that the Department could pot build 
both of these projects. 

On motion of Mr. Campbell, seconded by Mr. 
Fultz, the Board agreed that Lee County would 
be given its choice of these two projects, the 
decision to be made after the County Commis¬ 
sioners have by formal resolution expressed their 
desire as to which project shall be constructed. 
Nassau County 

The delegation from Nassau County was J. T. 
Ferreira, Chairman of the Board of County Com¬ 
missioners, Harry Dunman, County Commissioner, 
and G. G. Gerbring and E. V. Garcia. 

Mr. Gerbring as spokesman explained their 
proposition for the building of Road 105 to con¬ 
nect with a road at the Georgia State Line and 
to tie up with Heckscher Drive at Fort George, 
which with the operation of a ferry at the mouth 
of the St. Johns River, between Fort George and 
Mayport, would give a continuous coastal drive 
on down Road A1A. He said that they hoped to 
interest private capital in the building of this 
road, to be operated as a toll road until paid 
for, ali location and construction to be approved 
by the State Road Department according to its 
standards and specifications, and their desire at 
this time was to ascertain the attitude of the 
Board and to ask their favor of such a proposed 
project. 

Mr. Bayless, speaking for the Board, said the 
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Board would always look with favor upon any 
movement to further the interests of the State’s 
highway system, and assured the delegation that 
their interest is appreciated. 

Orange County 

Chairman V. E. Bourland, of the Orange County 
Commissioners, County Attorney W. R. Smith, 
County Engineer J. A. Revere, and Arthur W. 
Newell, Clerk of the Circuit Court, were accom¬ 
panied by Mayor William Beardall and Andy C. 
Slaughter, Secretary-Manager of the Greater Or¬ 
lando Chamber of Commerce. Mr. Smith filed two 
letters stating their requests, one asking for ad¬ 
vance of funds for acquisition of certain rights 
of way, the other that the State take over for 
maintenance the following roads: 

a. Road 535 from Osceola Co. line north to 

Winter Garden. 

b. Road 437 from Road 438, east of Winter 

Garden, north to junction of Road 447 and 
old Road 24, and old Road 24 north from 
this junction to Apopka. 

c. Road 429 from Plymouth north to Lake 

County Line. 

d. Road 285 (old) from Road 600 via Pine 

Castle to Road 15. 

The Board considered the requests for advance 
of funds for right of way. The request for ad¬ 
vance of $200,000 for the procurement of right of 
way on Projects 7505 and 7506 and for the re¬ 
placement of necessary construction on county 
roads, as set out in the letter filed by Mr. Bour¬ 
land, Chairman of the Board of County Com¬ 
missioners, was denied as not being eligible under 
the Board’s general policy for advancing funds 
for rights of way on Federal Aid Primary roads, 
adopted by the Board on September 16, 1946. 

Though the Orlando-Minorville road did not 
qualify because bids had already been received 
for paving this project, the Board agreed to 
advance the necessary funds for the acquisition 
of this right of way, provided Orange County 
would furnish the Department with a resolution 
satisfactory to the Department, agreeing during 
the years 1947 and 1948 to levy sufficient millage 
to cover said advance and repay the same in two 
equal installments out of the first funds available 
in the years 1947 and 1948, respectively. 

Mr. Slaughter invited the Board to Orlando 
for the April or May meeting. 

Palm Beach County 

County Commissioner A. A. Poston was present 
from Palm Beach County. He said they were 
grateful for what is in the budget for Palm 
Beach County and he asked that a survey be 
made with the idea of constructing a new bridge 
at Riviera across to Singer Island, and keep the 
present bridge open during construction. He ad¬ 
vised that he had the right of way matter worked 
out, also a plan for financing the new bridge. 

Bridge to Singer Island 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. Guern¬ 
sey, the Board voted to make a survey, including 
estimate and type of construction, for a new 
bridge to Singer Island in order that the neces¬ 
sary right of way may be obtained. 

Buildings on R/W U.S. 1 Palm Beach Co. 
Section 9302, State Road 5 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the Board agreed to give Palm Beach 
County 60 days from February 28th in which to 
have the buildings moved from the right of way 
on Section 9302, Road 5, in Palm Beach County. 
Pasco County 

Mr. T. A. Perry spoke in behalf of Road 54 
from Denham west to Odessa, reporting that it 
was in terrible condition and the County needed 
some help. He reminded the Board that this road 
was one used sometime ago as a detour, and 
that the heavy traffic had rendered it almost 
impassable. He filed a petition from 50 residents 
on this road. 

Polk County 

Those present from Polk County were, County 
Commissioners Jas. W. Foley, Roy P. Gladney and 
W. T. Duggan, and County Attorney Milton D. 
Wilson. 

Mr. Wilson said they were satisfied with what 
Polk County has in the Budget and were deeply 
appreciative. He expressed their friendly and 
loyal support of the Department and pledged 
their full cooperation at all times. 

Putnam County 

Senator B. C. Pearce of Putnam County ap¬ 
peared with the delegation from St. Johns County 
and thanked the Board for placing Road 206 
from Hastings to Crescent Beach in the proposed 
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budget and urged that it be continued in the 
Final Budget. 

Santa Rosa County 

County Commissioners E. M. Fowler and Ezra 
Johnson, and County Attorney A. L. Johnson 
were present from Santa Rosa County. Mr. John¬ 
son spoke in behalf of the road from Chumuckla 
to Jay, also the Town Point Road, and was 
advised by the Chairman that both of these 
projects were in the Budget. Mr. Johnson also 
requested a survey of the Brownville Road, Road 
57-3. 

Seminole County 

Senator Lloyd Boyle, Representative M. B. 
Smith, Representative J. B. Odham, County Com¬ 
missioners H. B. Pope and W. G. Kilbee, and 
Ed Higgins, Manager of the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, were present from Seminole County. 

Chairman Bayless, on behalf of the Road 
Board, thanked this delegation for the many 
courtesies extended during their stay in Sanford, 
and Senator Boyle expressed their delight at 
having the Road Board meeting held in Sanford. 

Mr. Higgins thanked the Board for its coopera¬ 
tion with Seminole County during the past few 
years. He requested that they be furnished with 
the location for Road 46 from Lake Jesup into 
Sanford, as this was Seminole County’s No. 1 
project, and he considered it essential that they 
be able to proceed as soon as possible with the 
acquisition of the needed right of way. 

Mr. Pope reminded the Board that about a 
year ago the Board of County Commissioners 
adopted a resolution pledging to furnish the 
right of way along any route designated by the 
Department, but stated that since that time con¬ 
siderable development has taken place, so he 
suggested that Roads 46 and 415 might be joined 
at or near the Osteen Bridge and be brought 
into the city as one road, thus saving four or 
five miles of construction. 

Mr. Kelly spoke for improvement of the bridge 
over the St. Johns River on Road 46, which is 
now a 9 foot one-way draw bridge, which fre¬ 
quently causes much delay in traffic while cars 
from the opposite direction may clear the passage. 
He requested that consideration be given to the 
rebuilding of this bridge. 

St. Augustine 

Two groups from the City of St. Augustine 
came before the Department in the interest of 
the route of U. S. Highway No. 1 through the 
City. The following persons were included in the 
respective delegations: 

Among the group favoring and supporting the 
route proposed by the Department and approved 
by the Public Roads Administration, were: Mayor 
Frank Harrell, City Commissioners Frank J. Tart, 
Dwight L. Britt, and Leonard Drazba, Editor 
Harvey Lopez of the St. Augustine Record, J. O. 
Miller, Chairman of the Citizens Committee, Mrs. 
Arthur H. McQuaig, Secretary of the Citizens 
Committee, V. J. Amato of the Business Men’s 
Association, and L. O. Davies, City Recreation 
Director. 

Speaking for those protesting the proposed loca¬ 
tion were O. D. Wolfe, former Mayor of the City, 
and R. P. Fancher, representing the seafood 
industry. 

Mayor Harrold filed a petition submitted to the 
City Commission with the request that it be 
presented to the State Road Department, said 
to contain more than four thousand signatures, 
expressing confidence in the Chairman and the 
Members of the Road Board, endorsing the pro¬ 
posed route for the highway through St. Augus¬ 
tine, and calling upon the City Government, the 
Senator and County Repesentatives to the Legis¬ 
lature to cooperate with the State Road Depart¬ 
ment in every way to carry out the Department’s 
plan. Then he read a statement which he had 
prepared, telling of the publicity which had been 


given locally to the matter of the proposed route 
and reviewing the history of the conferences be¬ 
tween the City Commission and the Road Board 
and the agreements which had been reached, 
and referring to a resolution adopted by the City 
Commission on March 25, 1946. He said he be¬ 
lieved the said resolution and the petition which 
he was presenting voiced the sentiment of a 
majority of the citizens and officials of the City 
of St. Augustine. 

Mr. O. D. Wolfe, a former City Commissioner, 
filed letters from Senator Walter B. Fraser and 
Representative Charles E. Shepperd and a peti¬ 
tion bearing several hundred signatures, reciting 
that in the opinion of those signing same the 
designated route would be detrimental to the City 
of St. Augustine and asking that some other 
route through the city be selected. Mr. Wolfe 
reported a conversation with a Mr. Fox of the 
Florida East Coast Railway in which Mr. Fox 
said that the Railroad was opposed to the pro¬ 
posed route, and he suggested a route going 
down San Marco Avenue thence north of the 
school, crossing the FEC railroad and the river, 
then south to connect with the present highway. 

Mr. Fancher filed a petition bearing the signa¬ 
tures of a number of persons and companies en¬ 
gaged in the seafood industry, opposing the 
proposed route because in their opinion the fire 
hazard to their boats and the docks would be 
increased, and stating that they had not agreed 
to vacate the docks and move to another loca¬ 
tion. 

St. Johns County 

The delegation representing St. Johns County 
were County Commissioners John L. Smith and 
W. E. Byrd, and John Dillon from the County 
Chamber of Commerce. They thanked the Board 
for allocating funds in the budget for Road 206 
from Hastings to Crescent City, and were joined 
in this by Senator B. C. Pearce of Putnam 
County, all of them requesting that the road 
bo continued in the Final Budget adopted for 
the year. 

Volusia County 

The Volusia County delegation included Senator 
Walter Walker, County Commissioners George 
Beck, Elmer Blank and Chairman John H. Gra¬ 
ham, County Attorney Charles Luther, and the 
following group from New Smyrna Beach: Max 
Kries, John H. Gerson, Mrs. Hannah Bonnet, 
Director, and W. J. Cozens, Jr., Manager, of the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Underpasses for Ridgewood Avenue 
Schools 

A resolution was presented from the County 
Commissioners asking that in the reconstruction 
of Ridgewood Avenue underpasses for pedestrians 
be constructed adjacent to the North and South 
Ridgewood Avenue schools, and that in the event 
a park strip is constructed in the center of such 
highway, openings be left at all cross intersec¬ 
tions to accommodate east and west traffic. 

On motion of Mr. Carleton, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the Board agreed to include the pe¬ 
destrian underpasses in the plans, as requested. 
The delegation was advised that the present 
plans call for adequate cross-intersections. 

Request for Maintenance Road 40 in 
New Smyrna Beach 

Two resolutions, one from the County Com¬ 
missioners and one from the New Smyrna Beach 
Chamber of Commerce, were presented asking 
the State to take over for maintenance the ex¬ 
tension of Road 40 in the City of New Smyrna 
Beach. No action was taken by the Board. 
Advance of Funds for R/W State Road 15 
Volusia County 

A request came from the Board of County 
Commissioners for advance of funds to acquire 


a 200 ft. right of way for State Road 15, Project 
7904-108, north and south of DeLand, such ad¬ 
vance to be repaid from the surplus gasoline 
fund accruing to Volusia County. 

On motion of Mr. Carleton, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the Board approved the request for 
advance of the necessary funds for acquisition 
of the 200-foot right of way requested for State 
Road 15 north and south of DeLand, Project 
7904-108, and the Right of Way Division was in¬ 
structed to proceed with the necessary details 
in making such advance, pursuant to the De¬ 
partment’s policy in such behalf adopted Sep¬ 
tember 16, 1946. 

Ridgewood Avenue in Daytona Bsach 

Telegrams were received from the Roads Com¬ 
mittee of the Daytona Beach Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, The Merchants’ Association of Daytona 
Beach, and the Daytona Beach Board of Realtors 
giving their hearty endorsement to the Depart¬ 
ment’s plans for the building of a super highway 
along Ridgewood Avenue through Daytona Beach. 

A group consisting of Messrs. Frederick J. 
Moses, Arthur Bragg and Thomas L. Kavanaugh, 
representing the Ridgewood Avenue Association, 
appeared to protest the plans for widening 
Ridgewood Avenue. They said they did not be¬ 
lieve the present plan for widening this street 
to 100 feet would benefit anyone. Mr. Moses 
said that such a plan would reach “from door 
knob to door knob” and since some of the 
houses were built on shallow lots there would 
be little or no room to move them back, and 
that some of them contained apartments in the 
rear. They suggested that a 50 foot street in 
that section should be considered. 

RIGHT OF WAY FOR U. S. HIGHWAY 
NO. 1 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. Camp¬ 
bell, the following resolution was adopted: 

WHEREAS, because of the rapid increase in 
development along the East Coast and the re¬ 
sultant increase in the price of real estate, it is 
important that all rights of way for State Road 
No. 5, U. S. Highway No. 1, be acquired with 
the least possible delay. 

BE IT RESOLVED that the Engineering De¬ 
partment be and it is hereby instructed to hire 
sufficient forces to place a surveying crew in 
each county and if personnel not available em¬ 
ploy private engineering firms where it may be 
found necessary to push forward this work with 
all dispatch, so that the necessary right of way 
information may be furnished the counties in¬ 
volved without further delay. 

APPROVAL OF BUDGET FOR OVERSEAS 
ROAD AND TOLL BRIDGE DISTRICT 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Campbell, the Board approved the revised budget 
of the Overseas Road and Toll Bridge District 
for the year from April 1, 1947 to March 31, 1948, 
which had been approved by the Board of Ad¬ 
ministration. 

APPROVAL AND ADOPTION OF FINAL 
BUDGET FOR 1947 

On motion of Mr. Campbell, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED by the State Road Depart¬ 
ment, that the budget of construction, mainte¬ 
nance and betterment work for the year 1947 as 
prepared and tentatively adopted at a meeting 
of January 13, 1947, be and it is hereby adopted 
as the program of work for the year 1947 when 
it has been amended to carry the revisions made 
at this meeting. 

ADJOURNMENT 

With agreement to hold the First Quarterly 
meeting for the year 1947 in Tallahassee on 
Saturday, March 1st, the meeting was adjourned.

Transactions of Meeting of Florida State Road Department 

MEETING HELD AT TALLAHASSEE, MARCH 1, 1947 


The First Quarterly Meeting for the year 1947 
was held by the State Road Department at Talla¬ 
hassee on March 1st, with all members of the 
Board and the Secretary present, as follows: 
F. Elgin Bayless, Chairman, Courtney Campbell, 
3. Kendrick Guernsey, Herman B. Fultz and 
Robert T. Carleton, Members, and J. Robert Mc¬ 
Clure, Secretary. 

REQUEST FOR CONCESSION ON DAVIS 
CAUSEWAY DENIED 

A request from Mr. Robert S. Thompson of 
Tampa for a permit to park a trailer at some 
point on the Davis Causeway, from which he 
could operate a stand for the sale of cold drinks, 
sandwiches and other items of food, and sup¬ 
plies for fishermen and bathers, was denied by 
the Board as being contrary to their policy of 
not leasing any of such right of way for com¬ 
mercial purposes. 

QUIT CLAIM OF BORROW PIT ON 
ROAD 25 LAKE COUNTY 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. Carle- 
ton, the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED that the request of S. L. 
Kilgore of Leesburg, Florida, for a quit claim of 
borrow pit acquired by the Department in 1940 
from L. J. Bray and wife, containing 5.27 acres 
in the NW»/ 4 of the SWV 4 of Section 26, Town¬ 
ship 19 South, Range 24 East, Lake County, be 
granted, provided the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners of Lake County give its consent thereto. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Chair¬ 
man and the Secretary of the Department are 
authorized to execute such instrument. 

R/W ON NW 27th AVE. MIAMI FOR 
ROAD 9 (Old 370) 

The Right of Way Engineer, Mr. C. J. DeCamps, 
and Attorney R. W. Ervin brought to the atten¬ 
tion of the Board that Dade County had not 
furnished the Department title information show¬ 
ing that all the right of way had been acquired 
for Section 8724, State Road 9, being a portion 
of Northeast 27th Avenue in Miami. Instead, it 
appeared that there were twenty-seven separate 
parcels of right of way yet to be acquired. Mr. 
DeCamps contended that all the right way had 
not in fact been acquired and that he desired to 
be instructed by the Board as to whether or not 
he should accept the right of way as being fully 
acquired. 

After discussion of this matter by the Board, 
Mr. Fultz made the following motion which, upon 
being seconded by Mr. Guernsey, was carried: 
That Mr. Ervin go to Miami and check the title 
information of the right of way secured by the 
County, and if he was satisfied from the showing 
made by the County, that he so report to Mr. 
DeCamps; whereupon, it would be in order for 
Mr. DeCamps to accept the right of way on behalf 
of the Department and so certify such fact to 
the Public Ro&ds Administration in order that 
construction contract for said Section 8724 be 
awarded and the work gotten under way. 

CONDEMNATION OF R/W OF SECTION 
761, STATE ROAD 15, PUTNAM COUNTY 

On motion of Mr. Carleton, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED by the State Road Depart¬ 
ment that it hereby certifies that the survey 
and location of Section 7601, State Road 15, in 
Putnam County, extending from Crescent City 
to the Volusia County Line, has been approved 
by the Public Roads Administration and said 
section of said road is a part of the Federal Aid 
System of Roads. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED by the Depart¬

The Chairman advised the Board that he has 
accepted the resignation of Herndon P. Coloney 
as State Highway Engineer, effective March 10, 
and that he had appointed E. C. DeGarmo to 
this position as of the same date, and asked the 
Board to confirm these actions if acceptable.

JAK TREE'S FRUIT 
BIG, UNPALATABLE 

Many strange and unusual plant em¬ 
igrants come to Florida. Some of them 
are oddities and ornamental, others 
have edible fruits, or perhaps a medi¬ 
cinal value, and all have added beauty 
to Florida’s plant life. 

One of these unusual plants to reach 
Coconut Grove is a relative of the famed 
breadfruit tree which has found Key 
West to its liking. Both are native to 
Ceylon and do well there, but the “jak” 
or “jack” fruit tree—Artocarpus in¬ 


tegra—which Dr. David Fairchild of the 
Fairchild Tropical Garden considers 
much superior to the breadfruit. 

This fruit, a great green globe cov¬ 
ered with blunt spines, often attains 
the immense weight of 100 pounds. 
Even a 40-pounder is an impressive 
sight. They are borne from short stems 
that arise on the trunk of the tree and 
on its large branches and can hardly 
be called beautiful. 

Even the thought of them carries 
weight and one would hate to be hit 
by a falling fruit. The doctor tells of 
one just missing him as he started to 
enter a native’s shack in Surinam. The 
fruit fell from great height and laid 
before him, a great splash of golden 
yellow, the center of the fruit inter¬ 
mingled with the green rind that con¬ 
tained the fruit-bits of the jack fruit. 

From the shack came big and little 
Javanese who greedily grabbed the frag¬ 
ments. In the center of each segment 
was an almond-shaped seed. These are 
boiled and eaten, while the fruit-stuff 
is eaten raw. A taste can be acquired 
for it, the doctor states, but those ques¬ 
tioned by ALL FLORIDA were definitely 
on the dislike side. 

In Coconut Grove a few of the trees 
have reached maturity. One is on the 
W. J. Matheson place, now belonging 
to his son, Malcolm. 

It has survived many of the Septem¬ 
ber storms and although badly dam¬ 
aged, it still is a beautiful tree with 
dark green, compact foliage. It has 
borne as high as 150 fruits and friends 
and visitors have sampled them, but 
it has not been found a favorite with 
any. 

Mrs. W. A. Hobbs of Ingraham hwy., 
has one in her backyard which has 
borne for years. There are doubtless 
others in the Miami area. 

There are several varieties of the tree 
and the honey jack is considered the 
finest, but even so, for the average 
person it has little attraction excepting 
as an ornamental novelty. 

There are a number of the trees that 
are interesting as novelties, two of 
which are the familiar sausage tree and 
the ficus which is covered, branches 
and trunks, with small fruit-like 
growths, similar to tiny figs or tiny 
apples, interesting novelties that visit¬ 
ing friends are always eager to see. 

They all grow to be good-sized trees, 
especially the ficus.—Miami Herald.
